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"Survival Week" (April 20-26, 1970) 
is almost here. The stage is being 
set for the first National Environ- 
mental Teach-in at Monterey: 

All fire stations on the Peninsula 
will be collection points for house- 
hold insecticides which contain DDT. 
Disposal, to be handled by Dr. Gordon 
Williams of MPC and the Environ- 
mental Action Committee, will be done 
in a manner which will not pollute 
the environment. Dr. Williams has 
said, "At this time we are concen- 
trating on the disposal of DDT, but 
the science faculty at MPC will accept 
any other insecticides for disposal 
by adequate means." 

Five half-hour programs are to be 
presented on TV station KMST (46) 
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between 3:30 and 4:00 PM Monday 
through Friday, April 20-24. 

There will be signs distributed to 
students who want to hitchhike to 
school. The signs will say "MPC" in 
large, bright letters. There will 
also be hitchikking stations built on 
campus later this semester (with 
donated supplies and labor) to help 
students find rides from school 

To encourage students to organize 
Car pools, slips of paper will be 
available in the office for potential 
Car pool travelers. Students are 
urged to fill these slips out and 
drop them in the box in the library 
or in the pocket on the door of the 
Environment Action, April 22 office 
(PS108). The information on these 
slips will be posted in the Student

Politics Parliament Issue 


The ASMPC Parliament met last Fri- 
day in a brief hour-long session which 
did not see a single penny legislated 
to any group. 

Parliament spent most of the time 
passing motions putting themselves 
on one side or another of a political 
issue. 

In a motion introduced by Prime 
Minister Ken Danley Parliament went 
on record as supporting the Massachu- 
setts law which prohibits a citizen 
of that state from participating in 
any undeclared war. Also as a part of 
that motion was the recommendation 
that the administration come out 
publicly in support of this law and 
that they (the administration) send a 
letter to the Herald stating the posi- 
tion of the students. 

Parliament also passed a motion 
supporting Steven Ross for Mayor of 
Seaside. In connection with the 
Seaside Mayor's race, a motion was 
passed lending the Black Student 
Union the ASMPC station wagon for the 
purpose of last minute campaigning. 

Parliament also passed a motion 
condemning the attempted imposition 
Of tuLtton at Calitonmnta ‘State 
Colleges and announced that members 
of Parliament will circulate a peti- 
tion to that effect, the names of 
which will eventually reach Assem-

New Food Service For 
New Student Center 


Student Union boycotters have no 
fear--Mannings Food Service will soon 
be here. 

Mannings Food Service will be open- 
ing up with the new Student Center 
next fall. Each year various food 
concessions ask for the business from 
the Student Union and this year Man- 
nings came up with a better contract 
than Szabo did, said Ed Norris, dir- 
ector of student activities. 

Ten per-cent of the gross from the 
Student Union goes to ASMPC as it is 
now, Said Norris. Mannings has off- 
ered a $10,000 a year guarantee to 
ASMPC and 50 per-cent of the profits 
above that. Mannings will pay $227 a 
week and take only 7% per-cent off 
for managment where as Szabo took off 
ten per-cent for managment. Does this 
mean increased food prices? "No," 
said Norris, "Mannings said there will 
be no price changes." 

Mannings wasn't chosen simply on 
the grounds that its financial arrang- 
ment was better, said Norris. A com- 
mittee made up of Linley Jensen, Sue 
Zimmerman, Grace Donlin, and Ed Norris 
went on "food trips," as Norris term- 
ed it, to other junior colleges and 
were guite impressed with the Mannings 
food service at Modesto. Other food 
concessions were checked out and they 
asked the students what they thought 
about the food. Food at other col- 
leges by the members and at a con- 
cession at J.C. Penney's in Los Ang- 
eles. When a group is that far from 
home on a trip sampling food, it's a 
good thing one of the members was Mrs. 
Donlin, the school nurse.' 

The cafeteria in the new Student 
Center will be bigger next fall and 
there will be a greater variety of 
food. There will be more service lines 
and the traditional hamburger will be 
prepared 10 minutes before the lunch 
hour, instead of the suspected two 
hours. The faithful vending machines 
will still be around. There will be 
a room where there will be nothing but 
vending machines. 

Some new dinner and lunch dishes 
will be available that before the 
the names of which could only be read 
on the menu of a French restaurant. 
Bishes like Trout Almondine (fist 
with almonds), Roast Stuffed Squab 
Chicken (stuffed bird), Cog au Vin 
(chicken in wine) and Baked Salmon 
Can be prepared for the student gour- 
met. A description of one of the 
dishes was given in a Mannings infor- 
mation booklet. It read as follows: 
SAUTE de VEAL aux CHAMPIGNONS 
PROVENCALE (no translation available). 
Choice slices of veal tenderloin sau- 
teed in light oi] and butter, topped 
with a sauce of sour cream, wine, 
Spices and smothered with mushrooms. 

And for the jet-set college gourmet 

there's always the El Yanque sBur- 
ger, Teriyaki Beff Steak and Fillet 
Medallions of Beef Italiano.

Don’t Go to The Hospital 
Unless You're A Millioniare

The wonderful thing about getting 
seriously ill is that you get to go 
to the hospital. If you are lucky 
enough to get ill in Monterey, and 
lucky enough to go to Monterey's 
Community Hospital, and if cost is a 
measure of luxury, then your stay at 
Community will be equivalent to a 
ocean-view suite at the Americana 
Hotel in Miami Beach. 

Mr. Jay Hudson, the Assistant 
Administrator for the Monterey Com- 
munity Hospital is a very nice young 
man. He is cheerful and informative; 
considerate and sympathetic, and 
above all concerned. Yes, Jay Hudson 
is concerned. He is concerned that 
people don't get the wrong ideas as 
to why hospital costs have escalated 
so much in the past few years. The 
hospital isn't raising prices just to 
be mean, no siree, they're doing it 
because they have to. Five years 
ago the overall average hospital case 
cost $365.00 today the same average 
case cost is $545. Some increase, 
eh? Of course, one must realize that 
"everything is going up" as one nurse 
at the hospital so aptly put it. For 
instance, the Registered Nurse of 
five years ago was paid around $450 
per month. A nurse today, with one 
years experience is paid $685 per 
month. Good. They deserve it. But 
the ratio of nurses to patients is 
not one-to-one: 

Today the average cost for a 
childbirth, excluding the Doctor's 


fee 1s S803 forea sl day istay.) » Of 
course, if there are any complica- 
tions in the delivery the price goes 
up. If someone were to just lie in 
bed, not take any medication, not 
have any Doctor visits, for ten days, 
then die, his family would have to 
shell out $540. Whew. 

The major increase, according to 
Hudson, has been due to raises in 
wages, but, he hastens to add, it is 
also due to the change in policy for 
hospitals throughout the land. In- 
stead of the old-type general hos- 
pital where one went when ill and 
stayed until recovered, there are now 
several levels of hospital care. 
Hospitals on the calibre of Com- 
munity, Says Hudson, are for acute 
illness. Once the acute stage is 
past he then moves onto a conva~ 
lescent hospital for the recuperative 
process. Once on the road to recov~ 
ery, the patient will leave the con- 
valescent hospital, return to his 
home, hire a nurse, or if that is 
not absolutely necessary, just have 
periodic Doctor visits, at fifteen or 
twenty bucks a call. 

So, is there a solution? Well 
sure. We could all turn to faith 
healing, boycott the hospital, or 
hope for socialized medicine. One 
thing is for certain, that is unless 
you're rich, or happen to own your 
own hospital, you'd better not go to 
Community, 'caz it's almost like buy- 
ing a car.

In this case there may be none short 
of revolt. Perhaps a side step a- 
round the P.M. can be taking, though.

Perhaps the 
Judiciary can find an answer. If not, 
perhaps it can propose other steps 
for you to follow in getting action.

Violinist Pavlovic studies with 
Petar Toskov at the Academy of Music 
in Belgrade and with Max Rostal in 
London, then performed as a soloist 
in several European countries and on 
BBC. -euondon,. 

Winner of the first prize in the 
Youth Competition in Belgrade and the 
May Festival in Zagreb, cellist Viktor 
Sakovcic studied with Antonion Janigro 
at the Zagreb Academy of Music, with 
Fnrico Mainardi in Rome and with An- 
dren Navarra at the Conservatorie in 
Paris.
